County Commission Chairman 
Kenneth Foster said it is the policy 
of the board to levy only such taxes 
as are needed to take care of coun- 
ty operations under the jurisdiction 
of: the commission. s 
+ Commissioner Paul Radin point- 
ed out that the commission is 
sometimes unjustly. criticized for 
tax. increases which are brought 
about by levies outside the board's 
jurisdiction. He noted that 50 per- 
cent of today’s tax dollar goes to 
the school system and that another 
large slice of the dollar goes to the 
dozens of special taxing districts 
which have annual levies. 

The entire commission agreed 
that any taxes spent for expansion 
of the county’s school system is a 
needed expenditure to keep pace 
with the growth of the county. 

He noted that many demands are 
made for services which can not be 
furnished without more tax money. 

Foster said services provided to 
individuals by fee offices should not 
be charged to the taxpayer but 
that fees should be raised and costs 
paid by the individual who benefits 
from the service.

Announced that every effort is 
being made to patch and repair 
county roads damaged recently by 
heavy rains.

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Conservation Is 
Flood Dist. Topic 


Fish and wildlife conservation is 
one of the many purposes served by 
“the Central and Southern Florida 
Flood Control District, according 
to J. Abney Cox, board chairman, 

‘Chairman Cox told a joint meet- 
ing of the FCD board and the Flor- 
ida Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission that, “Improvement of 
conditions for fish and wildlife re- 
sources in central and southern 
Florida will- result from FCD 
works.” 

The joint meeting wag prelimin- 
ary to the twentieth annual obser- 
vance of National Wildlife Week 
scheduled for the period March 
17-23. 

The board chairman in outlining 
the cooperation of District, Feder- 
al and State agencies in natural re- 
sources conseryation explained 
that full development of three con- 
servation areas comprising 1,344 
square miles of land within the 
FCD is expected to increase pro- 
ductivity of fish and wildlife re- 
sources. 

The U. S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice of the Department of the In- 
terior is cooperating with FCD in 
developing Conservation Area No. 
1. This 216 square mile area situ- 
ated west of State Road 7 in Palm 
Beach County not only provides 
wintering grounds for waterfowl, 
but serves as a storage area for 


water in the overall District plan. | 


Management of Conservation 
Areas No. 2 and 3, extending south 
from the-Broward County line and 
westerly to Everglades National 
Park, is the responsibility of the 
Florida Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission. Plans are being 


formulated to use these areas for; 


recreation and also to increase the 
productivity of fish and wildlife re- 
sources. , 

The approximately 860,000 acres 
contained in the conservation areas 
are detention basins in which 
water from rainfall, run-off from 
the northern Everglades, and out- 
flow from Lake Okkeechobee is 
stored. 

The impounded water not only 
maintains conditions for improv- 
ing fish and wildlife resources, but 
conserves water for use in drought, 
maintains ground water tabies and 
inhibits salt water intrusion. +
